Committee, which has been duly circulated among the Commissioners as per 
resolution of the Commissioners at the last meeting, for disposal. 

The report of the Public Park and Play Ground Sub-Committee, which 
had been circulated among the Commissioners beforehand, was taken as read. 
The members of tbe sub-committee were of opinion that about 15 to 20 bighas 
of land out of about 30 bighas of arable land lying to the west of Maidan 
Road could be acquired for Rs. 7000 to Rs. 8000 for this purpose and re- 
commended the Commissioners to acquire the same at the said cost imme- jq 
diately and to keep in view the idea uf acquiring tbe remaining portion of the 
total of 30 bighas of land at this place at a later date. They also stated that 
the Municipality was in a position to pay Rs. 3,500 from its own funds and the 
balance may be met from donations which were being collected under the 
auspices of the Public Park and play ground Committee. They also reco- 
mended that a few small parks in Ward 3 and 4, for tbe exclusive use of 
children in those areas, should be provided for after the present scheme is given 
effect to. 

The matter was then discussed and Babu Subodh Chandra Chatterjee 
expressed doubt as to whether any kind of land even of the lowest value, could 
be acquired in Uttarpara at the ridiculously low price of about Rs. 22 only 
per Cattah at which Babu Lokenath Mukherjee Vice-Chairman, stated (lie) of 
him whether he had a single Cottah of land outside the four walls of his com- 
pound in Uttarpara that be was going to judge the price of land there, Babu 
Subodh Chandra Chatterjee was going to retort when the , Chairman called 
for order and asked them not to address each other in acrimonious terms but 
always to address the Chair. 
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Then Babu Panna Lai Mukherjee wanted to raise a similar objection 
but the Vice-Chairman silenced him by referring him to Section 57 of the

500 only, which was in direct conflict with 
the recommendations of the Sub*comtnittee, which wanted that 15 to 20 bighas 
of land, as deliniated in the plan annexed to their report should be acquired 
first and then the remaining portion of the whole lot of 30 bighas, of which 
the Vice-Chairman makes no mention. 

Lastly he said that this para 3 was very vaguely worded and uncertain as 
to how much land was proposed to be acquired which was absolutely neces* 
sary for the launching of land acquisition proceedings. 

No precise objection by any Commissioner to the Vice-Chairman’s motion 
being put forward under rule 12 or pressed, the same was considered

“ Be it considered what actions, if any. have been taken on the resolution 
of the Municipal Commissioners of Uttarpara unanimously passed at a meeting 
held on the 29th July 1930, re: ^he con struction of two. Municjpal Burning 
Ghats at Uttarpafa. and a lso be It " considered what further steps, if 
any, sfiould Be taken f^or actually giving effect to the said resolution without 
^least delay ” . 

Sreejut Lokenath Mukherjee moved his motion giving in brief the 
reason which led him to bring forward the resolution, namely, that no action 
has been taken on the resolution, of 29th July 1930, which also he read out 
from the Proceedings Book. He urged for giving immediate effect to the 
resolution of the 29th July 1930 and commended his motion for acceptance by 
the Commissioners. He was seconded by Dr, Saroj Nath Mukherjee. 
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Babu Abani Nath Mukherjee moved the following amendment in which 
he was seconded by Mr. Payne. 

In view of the Chairman’s difficulties arising out of objection put forth

T TFe Commissioners' Resolution dated 29th July 1930, does not 
solve in one way or other the legal difficulties pointed out 
by the Advocate General, Bengal, in respect of Mandirbati 
Ghat. His opinion was definitely against the proposal 
of opening out a public burning ghat at Mandirbati ghat 
^ The Advocate General is the highest legal adviser of the 

Government of Bengal and in matters involving Civil Suits 
Government always act according to the opinion of the 
Advocate General, Bengal. 

2. To give effect to the Commissbners' resolution dated 29th July, 
1930 will be to drag the Municipality in a harassing 
and ruinous litigation and I do not advise the Chairman to 
spend public money in litigation. 
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3. Mr. Kindersely in his inspection note of February 1930 made 
an observation that a really convenient site for a public 
burning Ghat would be difficult to find and I understand 
that the Subdivisional Officer, who came here on inspection 
yesterday discussed the question with the Chairman and 
entirely agreed with the Chairman that there shall not be 
public burning ghat at Uttarpara. 

It is. therefore, no use keeping the question in abeyance. I, therefore 
tupport the motion moved by Babii Abani Nath Mukherjee. 

After discussions, Dr. Saroj Nath Mukherjee did not press his amend* 
ment to a discussion so it was negatived.

The Chairman said that the rules required three days’ notice and not

Sj. Lokenath Mukherjee lastly raised the following point of order 

*' I have another point of order to raise. I find from the list 


of business (of) to-day’s meeting that the observation and sugges- 
tions put forward under Section 73 of the Bengal Municipal 
Act by Babu Shaila Bhusan Mukherjee and Ashutosh Dutt, 
two respectable rate-prayers of this Municipality under their 
letter, a copy of which has been forwarded to me, dated 
20-4*31, will not be laid before this meeting.

Burning Ghat— There are 10 Ghats in use at present on the nVef 
front The Chairman very kindly offered to donate for a 
Municipal GhatRs. 9000 but unfortunately some Commissioners 
insisted on having the ghat on the river front, to which the 
donor rightly objects. Burning of the bodies is not a pleasant 
sight and a suitable place would be one, away from the busy 
and inhabited quarters of the town.

S. D. 0- not being a Bengalee 
Hindu is not conversant with the rites and customs prevailing 
amongst them otherwise he would net have said that the 
Chairman rightly objects to the Burning Ghat being constructed 
on the river front. As for the S. D. O’s remarks "a suitable 
place” meaning place for Burning Ghat, ’’would be one, away 
from the busy and inhabited quarters of the town”, I should say 
that unlike the rites and customs amongt those who bury their ^ 
dead bodies, the rites and customs of the Hindus make the - 
situation of the cremation place on the river side an absolute 
necessity”.

(Explanation of Babu 
Chatterjeej—When the report of the Public Park and Play Ground 
TTtttrp>ri * Sub-Committee came up before the Commissioners at a meeting held on 
Vusinpi- 30*8*30 several suggestions had been made to ascertain the exact value of 
li^y, dated the land in consultation with the proprietors in order to enable the Com* 

] missioners to consider whether the scheme was feasible or not. At the said iO 

(Cntilid meeting the Vice-Chairman told us, that the scheme had been drawn up in 
wpy) consultation with the proprietor who is the owner of the major portion of the 
land and that there would be no objection on his part. 


2. It now appears that none of the proprietors were consulted in the 
matter. Two of the proprietors have filed objections on one or other of the 
following grounds 


(t) That the land was grossly under valued ; 

(2) That the site selected is not at all suitable for a Public Park. 

(3) That the scheme is not authorised.

3. The Sub'Committee estimated that the total cost of acquiring 15 to 
20 bighas of maidan land would amount to Rs. 7000 to 8000. Out of this 
amouut the Municipality promised a contribution of Rs. 3,500 and the balance 
was proposed to be met from Public donations. There was also a reference 
in the Sub-Committee’s report about some Government grant. 

The S. D. O.’s letter proves that our present fund would not cover the 
cost of acquisition of the land otherwise he would not have asked the Commis- 
sioners to reconsider the matter. He further pointed out that there was no 
chance of getting any grant from Govt. 


The Commissioners have since fully realised that the scheme is a very 
lostly one. Apart from the cost of acquisition of the land which will be no 
less than Rs. 30,(X)0-*40,000 the cost of raising the level of the land will be 
about Rs. 15,000—20,000 and the report of the Sub-Committee has said 
nothing as to how this expenditure would be met. 

The Commissioners have also had tbe^ opportunity of ascertaining the 
public opinion in the matter and it would be no exaggeration to say 
that there are very few who support the scheme. Even some of the members 
of sporting club frankly admitted before me that they are not at ail been about 
a public park. They would remain content if they would get a plot of land for 
play ground. 
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4. Lastly the scheme can not be supported in view of the to 
section 69 of the B. M. Act. According to the proviso ol the said section the . 

Commissioners are authorised to spend municipal funds on the public park and Bs. 
play ground only when other purposes specified in clauses 1 to 7 of the said &trMt 
section have been sufficiently provided for. 

There is no denial of the fact that for want of fundi we have not beeh SSterjIif* 
able to take up the repairs and constructions ol all the roads and those that 
have been taken up for repairs are not being thoroughly and properly over U^, 
hauled for paucity of money. In some cases patch repairs are being done 
while in others part of the road Is being repaired.^ ‘There is also **0 
of the fact that an important drainage scheme viz, Mondal StrMt Circular 
Road drain involving a capital expenditure of Rs. 25, 000*30, 0 )0, has been 
pending for want of funds. The Chief Executive Engineer who came here 
a few days ago to discuss the question said that there is little chance of getting 
any loan from Government now. 

“This question therefore remains to be solved 

30 It will not also be out of place to mention that in this sm^l town the 
Municipality has not been able to establish any institution for the primary 
education of boys and girls. These are our obligatory duties^ and we are 
continually shaking them oflf for want of funds yet we are going to spen 
Rs. 3.500 from Municipal Funds for a public park and play ground, a luxury 
which we can not afford to have in our to present financial condition. 

In the circumstances I propose that the scheme may be abandoned.

Bighas situate beyond the western Pagar of the (Dhopabagan)

The sons of my youngest son the late Raj 
Mohan Mukherji will easily be able on attaining majority 
to build separate houses for themselves out of the income 
of their Zemindaries etc. that will accumulate during 
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their minority. For this reason it is not necessary to make 
provision for the building of houses for the sons of my 
youngest son. 

11. Besides the cash legacies mentioned above to be paid out of 

the accumulated funds to be left by me and out of the income 
of my Zemindary and Talook properties, a sum of Rs. 10,000, 
ten thousand rupees, shall be spent for my Adyasradh. The 
balance money and the Government Promissory Notes, and the 
monies due to me from my debtors for advances and loans * 
etc. in my own name or in Benami, that will be left shall be 
obtained by my son Sreejut Peary Mohan Mukherji, who will 
also be liable to pay me all monies due by me to others. My 
present son’s sons and my daughters shall have no concern 
with the said assets and liabilities. But the assets and liabi- 
lities in respect of the demarcated properties of each of my 
sen’s sons and daughters, existing at the time when such 
properties shall vest in them under the terms of this W'U 
shall ^ treated as their respective assets and liabilities.
